With receipt of a Medalist Cer- 
tificate from the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association this 
week, El Don staff members were 
notified that issues of the fall 
semester of 1957-1958 had been 
judged among the top ten per 


‘ cent of junior college newspapers 


in the country. 


El Don also received a First 
Class award from the Associated 
Collegiate Press of the University 
of Minnesota. Both critical rating 
services stressed the Santa Ana 
College paper’s excellence in -writ- 
ing and editing, with the Colum- 
bia award giving 943 out of 1000 
possible points and Minnesota 
awarding 3120 out of 3600. 


Marking the 38rd top award of 
this sort in 26 years of publica- 
tion, El Don received the Medalist 
Certificate in competition with 
other junior colleges of similar 
enrollments throughout the 
country.

CHANGES IN PARKING RECOMMENDED 


TO EXECUTIVE BOARD BY GARCIA 


Parking Committee Chairman, 
Gonzalo Garcia submitted seven 
new parking recommendations to 
the Executive Board for their ap- 
proval, at last week’s meeting. 

Garcia gave a brief statement 
to the Executive Board on each 
new recommendation, the reasons 
for them and how they will help 
the parking situation. 

The recommendations include: 


1. Change the indefinite zone 
of the roadway north of Phillips 
Hall by painting in red, all curbs 
within this roadway and making 
the roadway a definite no parking 
zone. ‘This will prevent the 
people who attend the child de- 
velopment center from parking 
there and blocking the roadway,” 


stated Garcia. 

2. Painting in red, all curbs at 
all junctions and _ intersections. 
“This recommendation will elimi- 
nate students from parking their 
sport cars in this area,” stated 
Garcia. 

3. Painting in red, the north 
curb of the roadway of the park- 
ing lot north of Phillips Hall. 
“Students park at this curb but 
away from the sign and if the 
whole curb was painted red they 
wouldn’t park there,” commented 
Garcia. 

4. Changing the zone of the 
curb directly in front of Phillips 
Hall, from that of unrestricted 
parking to a 12 minute parking 
zone. “If a 12 minute parking

5. Placing of 2 signs directly in 
front of the paraplegic restricting 
unauthorized parking. “Students 
claim that they cannot see the 
yellow painted on the curb, but 
they couldn’t help from seeing 
these signs,” commented Garcia. 


6. Delegating the right of hav- 
ing cars impounded if found park- 
ed in paraplegic stalls, to the 
Parking Committee. “Instead of 
just giving tickets to those stu- 
dents who park in these stalls, the 
Parking Committee wants the 
right to phone the Police Depart- 
ment and have the ear impound- 
ed,” according to Garcia. 


7. Repainting of the no parking 
signs at the edge of the parking 
stalls in the lot directly north of 
the administration building: These 
signs are faded and are hard to 
see and need to be repainted,”’ 
said Garcia.
